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Adolphus Busch, who knows all the 
terrors of the San Francisco earthquake 
and the needs of the sufferers from per- 
sonal experience, and who has given 
$100,000 to the-relief fund, says St. Louis 
is stingy in the present emergency. 

He said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday: 

“St. Louis must contribute at least 
$1,000,000 to the relief fund or stand dis- 
graced among the cities of the United 
States. . 

“St. Louis cannot afford to have peo- 

ple of other cities in other states point 
the finger of scorn at her and  =say: 
‘Stingy, stingy.’ 
_ “We cannot let the people of Texas, 
for instance, say ‘St. Louis is a stingy 
town. We'll go somewhere else and buy 
Our goods.’ 

“Nothing less than $1,000,000 will save 
our Teputation for genérosity. 

‘The quickest way to do good is to 
raise the money and wire it at once to 
the National Red Cross Society. That 
is a thorough organization with Secre- 
tary Taft at its head and it will use 
the money to the best advantage. 

“St. Louis has not gone into this re- 
lief work in the right spirit. This is the 
worst disaster in history. The loss can- 
not be estimated in dollars. 

Homeless Number 300,000. 


‘There are -800:000 people out there in 
Frisco utterly helpless. Some of them 
did not even save their clothing. Among 
them were thousands of workers who 
had nothing to. depend on. but their 
salaries. They have no employment, no 
way to earn money. For months and 
months they will have to work for noth- 
ing cleaning up the city and caring for 
the injured. What will their families 
do during that time? What will they 
ao? IT would like to put--this question 
to any citizen of St. Louis. Suppose you 
were stripped of everything and you 
were hungry and you were placed in a 
ruined city and left alone without a 
chance of geting away? 

“What would you do? I'll 
you'd do. Hunger and. despair would 
miake you so crazy that you would 
steal. I woula do it myself. We want 
to keen the people of San Francisco 
from doing that. We want to do some- 
thing for those poor fellows who are 
out of work and have families to feed. 
That city must be saved from itself. 
The only way to do it is with money, 
at least from St. Louis. If 
we don't send that much we won't be 
doing our full duty and we can't hold 
up our heads any more. 

“I don't think the people of St. Louis 
realize the conditions down there. We 
who had plenty Of money to. spend 
eouldn't get even bread and water the 
first day. and even now there is little 
more than that to be had in the city. 
Those people must be helped until they 
can help themselves. 

“Don't let ue try to get something for 
nothing. What's the use having money 
unless you can do good with it’

“s¢ Pouls has started its fund on 
too small a basis. If those who have 
already given knew the situation out 
there as I know it, they would begin 
all over again and give much larger 
anrounts.”

Broadway Realty Deal Involves 
Bank of Commerce Im- 
provements. 





INCREASE IN VALUATION 


Amounts Involved in Leases 
Estimated at $1,500,000 
—Record Filed. 


The transfer of all the property front- 
ing on the east side of Broadway. be- 
tween Olive and Pine streets, and the 
northwest corner of Broadway and 
Pine, with a frontage of 58 feet on the 
west side of Broadway, to the Lilburn 
Realty Co., composed of the officers of 
the McNair-Harris Real Estate Co., was 
recorded Tuesday at the office of the 
Recorder of Deeds. 

The dea] involves the proposed plans 
of the Bank of Commerce for an ex- 
tension of its present building at Broad- 
way and Olive street, south to Pine 
streets. The new annex of the bank 
will cost, it is said, $6,000,000. 

An office building will be erected at 
the northwest:corner of Broadway 
and Pine, the lower floors of which 
are now occupied by a saloon, tailor- 
ing establishment, clothing and jewel- 
ry stores.

The only property sold outright was 
that of the building at 210-212 North 
Broadway, occupied by the Post-Dis- 
patch and owned by J. G. Chapman. 

It has a frontage on Broadway of 
64 feet, with a depth of 127 feet. The 
purchase price was $410,000, or at the 
rate of. about $8000 per front foot. 

Immediately south of this building the 
Lilburn Realty Co. obtained a 99-yeat 
lease on the building and ground, front- 
ing 22 feet on Broadway and owned by 
William Ewing and others. ‘The lease 
provides for a‘rental of $5500 per annum. 

It is now occupied by the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad ticket and freight of- 
fices. 

The adjoining property, 204 North 
Broadway, was leased for 99 years from 
George H. Kerr and others at the rate 
of $7500 a year. 

A similar lease is obtained by the Mc- 
Nair-Harris Realty Co. on the north- 
east corner of Broadway and. Pine 
street. The lease is for 99 vears at an 
annual compensation of $18,000. 


Brings $20,000 a Year. 
The three-story building and ground 
at the northwest-corner is secured un- 
der a 99-year lease by the same com- 


pany -frem-the Gerard. .B..Allen es- 
tate. It has a frontage on 58 feet on 
Broadway. The lease is at the rate of 
$20,000 a year for 99 years. 

Adjoining this property at® 205 
North Broadway the Lilburn Realty 
Co, leased property fronting 27 feet 
on Broadway for 99 years, at a yearly 
rental of $70,000. 

Computing the income from the above 
property at the rafe of 4 per cent, it is 
estimated that the total ‘amount in- 
volved is about $1,500,000. 

The purchase or leasing price shows 4 
valuation of about $8000 per foot, .an 
increase, realty men say, of 30 per cent 
within three vears. 

The proposed new Bank of Commerce 
Building, for which plans are now being 
drawn, will be 230 feet long and 128 feet 
deep. The main entrance, 50 feet wide, 
will be in the center of the building on 

Sroadway. .The bank will occupy the 
main floor, second floor and basement.

doned the effort to notify friends and 
relatives elsewhere of their safety for 
the present. They have been so busy 
looking after their own safety and the 
safety of relatives. or have been en- 
gaged in heroic and 
work for others less 
they, that they have 
think of the feelings 
thousand miles away. 

When. the conditions at 

graph offices. are seen, it easy to 
understand why messages have not 
been sent. Telegraph clerks can 
rniake no promises or estimates when 
messages will be sent. 

Many refugees left their 
hardly any clothing and absolutely 
without a penny. They have had no 
funds with which to pay for the send- 
ing of telegrams. Others have mailed 
letters, which they trust will reach 
their destination some Time. 

As fast as St. Louisans and 
residents of the city register 
Post-Dispatch Information 
here, their names are filed with the 
telegraph company. Many who have 
called at the bureau have thanked the 
paper for its effort to send news of 
their safety. Some have said that 
they have already filed telegrams to 
their relatives, and many others say 
they did not try to send such mes- 
Sages because they believed the ef- 
fort to be hopeless.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 24.—The official report by Gen. A. - 
W. Greely, who has superseded Gen. Funston in command of the re - 
troops here, as to the loss of life in the San Francisco Earthquake 4 
and fire was transmitted to the War Department at Washington : 
today. Gen. Greely has obtained more or less positive information 
of the death of 277 persons, and has been able to compile a eats BS 
list of the names of these victims. 2 

The report states that about 50 of the unidentified aia have 2a 
been buried in Washington Square, Portsmouth Square, Lombard 
street and Bay street. Fourteen bodies, he states, were recovered 
from the ruins of the Valencia Hotel, and 56 others are believes ‘A 
to have perished there. 

It is still impossible to give even an approximate 
the total fatalities. Searchers among the ruins are co 
earthing the dead. For instance, 40 skeletons were found in’ th 
wreckage of one lodging house Saturday.- peepee pean 
bris remains to be searched, and until every brick is over!

The official report from Gen. Greely as to the extent of the loss 
of life in San Francisco is as follows: 

‘Very careful investigation made by Capt. Winn today limits 
as far as information is obtainable, the entire San Francisco death 
list from late disaster to 277 victims; of these about 50 unknown 
gathered from various parts of the city, have been temporarily 
buried in Lombard and Bay streets, Washington Square and Ports- 
mouth Square.

"EARTHQUAKE SHOCK 
UINED CITY 


AND CAUSES TERROR 





-.that fell for six hours this morning. 


There was intense suffering among the 
women and children. 

An automobile with a register attached 
made the circuinference of the zone of 
destruction. When the trip was com- 
the register showed 26 miles 
Within this boundary is a skeleton city 
of ashes. The vast heart of the city 
has been razed and tumbled about in 
chaotic confusion. 

Streets are still heated terra cotta and 
shaken out of the steel struc- 
tures destroyed by the dreadful power 
attacked the city from . beneath. 
Skeletons of buildings which still stand 
are out of plumb and threaten to col- 
lapse at every moment. Towers, col- 
umns and foundation stones are piled 
up in barricades in the streets. 

On Market street for two miles utter 
destruction meets the eye in every di- 
rection. At the intersection of Kearney 
and Third streets the ghosts of Newspa- 
per Row stand grimy and black. Down 
Kearney street from Market to the Cus- 
tom House, the buildings, mostly of an- 
tiquated construction, have been ripped 
apart and flattened in the street. 

The fire licked up all the stocks of 
merchandise and left naught but a trail 
of torn brick and ashes. The skeletons 
of the skyscrapers, many still holding 
stone and terra cotta between the steel, 
have vindicated modern construction. 

Around Telegraph Hill and up the 
western slope to Van Ness avenue, 
blackened walls and heaps of debris are 
all that remains of Nob Hill and the 
‘former homes of the Mackayes, Fairs, 
Floods and Stanfords. San francisco is 
minimizing the effect of the earthquake 
and making the fire responsible for the 
devastation which confronts her. 

Relief Supplies Pouring In, 

The thousands of homeless victims of 
earthquake and fires saw the first rift 
in the clouds of despair Monday when 
water began gushing through the city 
mains and food supplies and trainloads 
of tents were received, thus assuring 
alleviation of sufferings from hunger, 
at least tempo- 
rarily. By.heroic measures of the Re- 
lief Committee,..the water mains were 
put into temporary repair and a supply 
of water that is deemed inexhaustible 


has been turned on. Today relief trains 
and 


With thousands of tents at the dis- 
posal of the Relief Committee, those 
who have been sleeping upon bare 
ground in the parks had shelter for the 
first time last night. Extraordinary 
measures are being invoked to prevent 
the spread of disease, and officers feel 
sure that no contagion will break out 
to continue fatalities. 

The fires are practically extinguished 
throughout’ the city, and further dan- 
ger from this source is past. The ruins 
are cooling. 

Already many temporary structures 
are being erected “and business on a 
temporary scale has been resumed. The 
flow of refugees from the city has de- 
creased remarkably within the last few 
hours, and where yesterday special 
trains were leaving “€@akland every few 
minutes, there are few specials going 
Out today. Chavs has given way to or- 
der, and under the etern military dis- 
cipline and direction, thousands are 
working strenuously at clearing up the 
streets. Several,of the main thorough- 
fares have been thus cleared of debris 
and several street car lines are again in 
operation. This remarkable change in 
conditions within a few hours is the 
marvel even of those who are directing 
the work. 

Searching for the Dead. 

Searching for the dead beneath the 
ruins of the wrecked and burned build- 
ings has begun, and a8 speedily as bodies 
are recovered they are sent to the mor- 
gues for identification and hurriedly in- 
terred to prevent possible disease and 
plague. 

Rains have cooled the ruins by extin- 
guishing the smouldering fires and has- 
tened the work of cleaning up the ruins 
and recovering the dead bodies and valu- 
ables beneath the wrecked buildings. 
The only fear now is that the rains 
may cause pneumonia and other ills and 
start an epidemic, but with the contin- 
uous arrival of tents and through the 
erection of temporary structures for 
sheltering the homeless, few will sleep 
in the open air tonight. By Wednesday 
night it is believed that ample acommo- 
dations will be had for all. 

The rains of Monday, accompanied by 


high and cold winds, added to the dis- 


comfort of these forced tO remain out- 
doors and is regarded as the only men- 


ace to those who remain in the stricken 


city. However, hundreds of physicians 
with ample stores of medicines and 
nurses are on the grounds, and huspi- 
tals are being improvised with remark- 
able speed, which raises hopes that no 
epidemic of pneumonia or other dread 
disease will occur. 

Rain has been falling for the past 36 
hours, and chilling winds have prevailed 


throughout the day. Naturally the city 


is in an exdeedingly nusanitary condi- 
tion and the rainadds tothis condition.

With no complaint as to provisions 
and water, the military authorities 
argue that no man is exempt from pub- 
lic duty, and whenever an argument is 
started the citizen is given the alterna- 
tive of working or being shot. 

Great criticism has been expressed be- 
cause of the wholesale shooting of citi- 
zens for trivial offenses or disobeyiug 
orders, but it is shown that this has 
been the final resort to enforce disci- 
pline, and for the best interests of thou- 
sands, as the only relief from the terri- 
ble conditions which prevail and more 
terrible conditions which are inevitable 
should these desperate measures not be 
invoked. However, it is cited that many 
deaths have occurred that were *vanton 
murders. 

It has been done by the militia or spe- 
cial officers, and not by the regulars. 
The shcoting of F. C. Tilden, one of 
San Francisco’s millionaires and most 
prominent citizens, occasioned a display 
of great indignation and expressious of 
disapproval. The citizens are now ask- 
ing for .he recall of the militia, but this 
demand wil, not be granted until con- 
ditions improve greatly. 

Without the aid of the military forccs 
the city would be at the mercy of 
ghouls. 

Funston Praised. 


The citizens have now become accus- 
tomed to martial law and its disadvan- 
tages and inconveniences, as well as its 
protection, and are more tolerant of its 
rule than at first. Regardless he 
condemnation of individual acts, n. 
Funston has proven himself a hero and. 
the one man for the place, and the good | 
results of his stern rule will become 
more apparent with each succeeding 
hour. Only a strong hand could have 
so soon restored order and brought | 
about the remarkably good results in so | 
short a period.

Terror has atin way to calm reason. 
The citizens are determined upon re- 
building the city and confidence has 
been restored. The banks will begin 
to open as speedily as their vaults are 
recovered from the ruins, and the ac- 
tion of the New York banks today in 
sending funds to banks in San Fran- 
cisco and announcing that they would 
stand behind the. San Francisco banks 
has had a wonderful effect in raising 
the spirits of those who had despaired. 

Actual building operations have been 
begun and temporary structures are be- 
ing erected wherever property owners 
‘are able to find space on their lots and, 
get the necessary labor and material. 
As the work of cleaning up the ruins 
progresses, and after the banks are in 
operation again to supply the neces- 
sary funds, building operations will be 
begun on an unlimited scale, and with- 
in a short time business will be, in a 
measure, resumed. 

This morning no reason is apparent 
why the rebuilding of the city should 
not progress with unlimited resources 
of capital, labor and materials, and a 
more hopeful feeling of the new city is 
entertained than ever before. 

Governor Optimistic. 


Gov. Pardee said this morning: ‘‘The 
work of-rebuilding San Francisco is 
begun, and I expect to see the great 
metropolis replaced on a much grander 
scale than ever before.” 

This is the sentiment of business men 
all along the coast. Practically every 
wholesale and retail merchant of any 
prominence in the city has announced 
his intention of beginning building oper- 
ations and resuming business as speedily 
as possible. Already many smaller 
houses have resumed business and the 
retail business will be in operation 
throughout the city within a few days. 
Ali that remains of downtown San 
Francisco is an occasional building, 
most of which are charred hulks. Few 
are intact, while others are wrecked by 
cracks caused by the earthquake 
shocks, 

Heroic work without food or sleep by 
the brave firemen, who worked for four 
days without intermission, has saved a 
goodly portion of the residence district, 
and now that all fires are practically 
out, citizens are hastening plans for re- 
habilitation. Relief work is foremost in 
the minds of all, while efforts at pre- 
venting contagion and pestilence are be- 
ing pushed with fearsome desperation. 
As fast as dead bodies are recovered 
they are identified if possible and hur- 
riedly buried. These bodies lie in the 
streets, in areas and bunches, awaiting 
identification before being sent to the 
morgues, as the final effort at identifi- 
cation. When ready for burial they are 
placed in trenches or large graves and 
no funeral ceremonies are permitted. 
No headstones are being placed to mark 
the burial spot unless done by friends 
or relatives, and this is exceptional. 
Two hundred bodies were placed in one 
grave and quickly covered with dirt, be- 
ing buried as ‘‘unknowns.”’ 

Hundreds have been buried in Port- 
land Square, many bodies being placed 
in the same grave, while a simple wood- 
en slab with the number on it alone in- 
dicates identity. This number refers 
to a book kept by the Chief of Police 
wherein is recorded the marks or other 
means of identification. Only in this 
manner can a plague be averted. Offi- 
cers are constantly digging among the 
ruins for dead bodies that they may be 
identified and buried as speedily as pos- 
sible.

Ghouls Slaughtered, 


The looters have been a source of real 
trouble and annoyance to the authorities 
since the morning of the earthquake, 
and vandalism on a large scale has only 
been prevented through enforcement of 
orders to shoot all suspects on the spot. 
One man attempted to steal a boat at 
North Beach yesterday and was instant- 
ly killed by the guards. A teamster de- 
manded $20 for hauling a trunk, and af- 
ter a brief argument with a guard and 
disobediance to orders he was shot dead, 
All stray dogs are being shot, as they, 
too, have become famished and in some 
instances were found devouring dead 
bodies. 

The Chinese present a hard proposi- 
tion for the officers to handle. Rich 
and poor, alike of these Orientals are 
now penniless and are swarming over 
vacant lots, and it has become neces- 
sary to establish a camp for them in 
the center of the residence district of 
Oakland, to which city most of them 
have fied. Government relief will be 
necessary for them.

“But that is the way with St. Louis,” 
he added, “it is asleep. And what we 
have to do is to wake it up. Here this 
advertising firm has actually guaran- 
teed to raise $400,000 itself. The Million 
Club will not have to pay a cent. Why, 
if this had happened in any other place 
outside of St. Louis, the news would 
have been sent around the world.’’ 


Money Already Assured. 


Mr. Kastor, in outlining his plan, 
Said that he had been already assured 
of over $100,000. 

“Kach of the nine theaters will give 
a benefit once a year for the four 
years, which makes 36 benefits in all. 
At a conservative estimate, this will 
net $36,000. Then the Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association has promised 
$100,000. Besides this, we have about 
one hundred plans for raising the 
money. 

The question of allowing political 
organizations to have membership in 
the club was brought up. Selph said 
that no big movement had ever been 
successfully carried to a conclusion 
without the aid of the political par- 
ties.

RUSSIAN CENSOR 
BARS ROBT. BARR 


“A Rock in the Baltic’ May 
Not Circulate in the Czar’s 
Dominion Says the Censor 
Even Before the Novel Is 
Published. 


Robert Barr, the English novelist, 
finds himself at odds with no __ less 
formidable an adversary than the Rus- 
sian Government. The latter 1S ap- 
parently far more concerned over the 
affair than is Mr. Barr. 

The occasion for the trouble arose in 
Mr. Barr’s writing a decidedly thrilling 
and unique novel entitled ““A Rock in the 
Baltic.” _He counted, and with good 
reason, on a world-wide sale. for the 
work. But the Russian censors—with 
whom ‘“Baltic’’ is of late a sore sub- 
ject—took pains to learn the nature of 
the book. 

Finding that it dealt—anc dealt with 
1. daring vividness—with subjects ta- 
booed by loyal children of the Little 
Father, they promptly arranged that no 
copy cf the book should cross the Rus- 
Sian frontier, eae 
Any bookselier found with it in stock 
or anv outsider discovered openly read- 
ing, giving or selling it, will be promptly 
placed under arrest and the offending 
volume confiscated and burned. Close 
watch will be kept throughout the land. 
Experience usually shows that many 
a copy of the forbidden work will find 
its way into St. Petersburg and Moscow, 
penetrating perhaps to Siberia itself, 
where other men who have written simi- 
larly daring books are spending their 
iives in exile because of their literary 
temertty. 

Nor, say certain of his admirers, will 
tussia be the most beautiful and Pose” 
genial spot for Mr. Barr to visit during | 
the next few years. Russian memories 
are long.and Russian mercy is short. 

“A Rock in the Baltic’-—tne story 
which has set a great nation on the 
defensive—is no problem novel, nor does 
it preach.

Two Who Fired Gun at Ran- 
dom on Meramec Are 
Assessed. 


George Coslow and F. C. Brown. were 
fined $1 each and costs Monday by Jus- 
tice Buerman in Valley Park. They en- 
tered pleas of guilty to the charge of 
discharging firearms on Sunday. The 
shooting that they ‘did while yachting 
on the Meramec River. near Marshal! 
spur on the Frisco Road, caused the 
death of Albert Lamping, 13 years old, 
of 2204A College avenue, St. Louis.

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THE POLICE BOARD INJUNCTION, 

Judges Taylor and Sale decide that the Board of 
Police Commissioners in police trials can inquire 
into charges based upon acts committed previous to 
the date of appointment. The fact that a police 
officer has been appointed or reappointed for a 
term of years under the statute does not preclude 
a hearing concerning his conduct previous to the 
issuance of the commission. Judge Taylor said: 
“The members of this board have no right to ap- 
point one not of good character, or to retain an 
unfit person on the force, and they are not to be 
precluded from faithfully carrying out their duty 
‘by having in any instance been misled into the 
appointment of one not qualified, by concealment, 
or even lack of knowledge as to his actual want of 
qualification at the time of appointment.” Judge 
Taylor said the question of fitness is the question 
to ‘be determined, and all evidence that bears upon 
it is proper. 

Judge Sale, agreeing in substance with Judge 
Taylor, said: “The statute gives the board ex- 
clusive jurisdiction to remove. The courts are pow- 
erless to add to the law that the cause for which 
removal may be made must be demonstrated or 
shown to have existed after the appointment.” 

These opinions coincide precisely with that ex- 
pressed by the Post-Dispatch immediately after Judge 
Douglas forbade the Police Board to try Chief Kiely 
upon charges relating to conduct antedating his re- 
appointment. Common sense, common justice and 
sound public policy support this view of the Police 
Board’s power and duty.

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DANGER IN THE SUBURBS. 

In spite of the fact that the discharge of firearms 
almost anywhere in St. Louis County now endangers 
life, many city excursionists still think they are 
in a wild country as soon as the suburban cars be- 
gin to pass-ipto the groves beyond the city limits. 
In the case of the first homicide of the season re- 
sulting from this. delusion, the Coroner has returned 
a verdict of death due to accident and nothing is to 
be said against it. The unfortunate excursionist who 
did not know that he-could not diseharge his rifle 
without the danger of killing someone was woefully 
ignorant. He is, in fact, to be pitied because of-the 
results of his ignorance, now past remedy. 4 

It is this ignorance which makes the condition. of 

the suburbs actually alarming on holidays. kixperi- 
e.ced residents of the county who have heard, per- 
hips more than once, the peculiar noise a bullet 
takes in passing close to the ear, learn to shun on 
holiduys the regions most frequented by city ex- 
eursionists. But city excursionists who have. no 
firearms themselves are usually ignorant of the 
danger they are in from those who do not know that 
in discharging firearms in almost any region reached 
by the electric cars, they are as likely to kill some- 
one as if they were hunting or “practicing” in Tower 
Grove or Forest parks. 
The only remedy is to apply the same rule with re- 
gard to firearms for the county which is applied in- 
side the city limits. Until it is done, the death list 
will continue growing.

SAN FRANCISCO’S DANGER. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Now that the great fire in San Francisco is grad- 
ually dying out, the authorities have still another 
great peril to face. Few of us realize what it means 
to have an army of refugees under canvas. During 


the last 18 months of the Boer War there were scat- 
tered over South Africa about 14 refugee concentra- 
tion camps, each of them containing from 2000 to 10,000 
Boer women and children. Durjng the first two 
months the camps existed the death rates in these 
camps was enormous. caused by unsanitary arrange- 
ment, lack of medical supplies, incompetent camp 
officials, carelessness and filthiness of the refugees, 
and heavy rains, which caused a terrible death rate 
in young children, owing to sleeping under damp can- 
vas; an epidemic of measles and pneumonia cafrying 
thousands of them off, and unless most rigid discip- 
line is enforced in the camps around San Francisco, 
and heavy penalties imposed on all offenders violating 
the sanitary laws, there is no telling, among such 
a multitude of refugees, where sickness will stop. 
Of course, all common-sense Americans will recog- 
nize the necessity of cleanliness in these camps, and 
it will be the foreign element who will have to be 
well disciplined.

Then Douglas Park, a new 
track, applied for the same dates as 
Louisville, which were denied it with 
the information that it could have any 
other dates it chose which did net con- 
flict with Latonia or Louisville. 

As these tracks race but 60 days in all 
it would seem that Douglas Park is not 
being harshly treated. But the W. J. 
C. people are howling that the State 
Racing Commission is favoring the 
American Turf Association. _

To an unbiased person of tree-climb-

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WIS TESTI 
MURDER CASE 


Hinman Trial, Longest in Illi- 
nois County's History, Re- 
sults in Acquittal. 


Special to tie Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 24.—A jury 
today found Wiisw«m and James Hin- 
man not guilty of tae murder of Charles 
Casson. The case was the longest in 
the history of Samzamon county. It 
lasted fifieen days, and the jurors were 
out but an hour. 

On the afternoon of Nov... 24, 196, 
James and William Hinman met a 
crowd of seven men in Wright & 
Lathrop’s saloon on South Seventh 
Street. Biscer feeling had existed for 
fome time and a pistol battle resulted. 
Charlies Carson, Samuel Douglas and 
John Lawrence were killed. The Hin- 
man brothers were tndicted for murder 


The two sisters told convincing stories 
of the actions of Charles Casson while 
he was in St. John's Hospital. The sis- 
ters were called to deny a statement by 
one witness for the defense that Cas- 
son had a revolver when he entered the 
huspital. Both made flat denials of the 
statements, and Uke other witnesses 
were submitted to severe cross-examina- 
tions. 

One woman clapped her hands when 
the verdict was read and was cited for 
contempt of court. She was allowed her 
liberty after a reprimand. 

William Hinman, who has been out on 
bond, returned home and James Hinman 
was reiurned to the County Jail to 
await further action of the court. He is 
held on two other murder charges and 
his attorneys will ask for his release on 
a writ of habeas corpus.

Says Presbyterians Only Want 
to Be Better Informed 
on Labor. 


An effort will be made Sunday to 
establish the Rev. Edward W. Mc- 
Clusky of Curby Memorial Church ag 
fraternal delegate to the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, from which 
he was barred Sunday. An effort will 
be made to reconsider the vote by 


which the motion to admit him was 
tabled last Sunday afternoon. 

Mr. McClusky said Tuesday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he did 
not believe the tabling of the motion

“The labor question is fundamental-
